ketbook as well as to the soil. 
Farmers in the 
county 
planted 
1,335 acres of Austrian winter peas 
nd 400 acres of vetch and rye com - 
Ination last fall. 
They got m uch 
aluable grazing from both crops 
,nd those who have vetch also har- 
ested a profitable seed crop. 
From the Interest shown by the 
armers, Stanley believes that large 
creages of winter legumes will be 
lanted this year. 
He says th a t for best results they 
hould be p lan ted early or by Sep- 
em ber 15 an d fertilized w ith 200 
ounds of 20 per cent superphos- 
h ate per acre. In order for th e 
lants to add nitrogen to th e soil the 
eed m ust be inoculated before it is 
lanted. F arm ers should begin im - 
ediately to prepare the seedbed ju st 
:e they do for w heat. 
Stanley says th a t those who plan 
ut Austrian winter peas or 
ry vetch and rye should make 
ements for the seed and ferti-

From Hamlin 


Sixty carloads of maize have been 
shipped from Hamlin so far this sea­ 
son according to Ted Russell at the 
Farmer’s and M erchant’s National 
Bank. It is estimated that at least 
80 per cent of the total crop has al­ 
ready been harvested. 
L. H. McBride stated that he be­ 
lieved the entire crop for this year 
will fall short of half the 1946 yield. 
Approximately 160 cars were shipped 
from here last season. 
The yield 
and acreage are both down consider­ 
ably as compared to the previous 
year. 
Maize was bringing $2.80 at the lo­ 
cal markets Wednesday 
morning. 
The lowest price paid this year was 
$2.40 andthe highest $2.90. 
Last year the harvest opened with 
an all-tim e high of $3 being paid 
for the first grain, but popped very 
quickly and the season closed at only 
$1.65. 
So, the average price paid 
this season was far higher than last. 
Lack of moisture is believed to be 
the m ain reason vfor the sm all crop, 
although the acreage planted was 
m uch smaller.

subject he wants to talk about. 
And m etropolitan papers, dazzled 
by a name, are using Billy’s output 
in a big way. 
His column in case 
you have been so fortunate as not 
to have read one, consists of a m ar • 
velous display of egotism—even for 
a columist and of a parade of all the 
trite fictional situations th at have 
been worn to shreds by students tak ­ 
ing a short story WTiting course by 
correspondence. 
M r. Rose says he writes the col­ 
um n him self—but maybe be pro­ 


duces his column the same way he 
produces his shows. 
Back in 1936 
and 1937. when the “Broadway B ar­ 
num ” put on the Port W orth Casa 
M anana. DuBois designed the cos­ 
tumes, Johnston painted the scenes, 
Suesse composed the music, a Holly­ 
wood dance director put on the 
dances, W inkler provided th Blight­ 
ing effects and John Murray An­ 
derson put it all together as director 
W ith these slight exceptions, it was 
IO per cent Billy’s wTork. 


Billy got his start by writing songs. 
Everyone know’s how lofty the ethics 
of Tin Pan Alley are.

Because of th e economic 
they cause to industry and 
merce and the annoyance they cre­ 
ate in homes, rats anywhere in 
Jones County 
have 
been 
consid­ 
ered a serious menace to m ankind 
since long before their role as vec­ 
tors of disease was understood. 
Today a t least six diseases which 
are transm itted to m an from fixe 
rat are known to medical science, 
according to Dr. George W. Cox, 
state health officer. These diseases 
include the dread plague, typhus, 
trichinosis, 
a 
form 
of 
jaundice, 
tapeworm and food poisoning. The 
whole history of the role rats play 
in the transm ission of disease re­ 
m ains as yet unknown. 
“It is necessary to public health,” 
Dr. Cox says, “th a t a continuous rat 
control program be m aintained in 
every urban and rural area through­ 
out Texas. 
This is of especial im ­ 
portance on farm s where rats may J 
flourish by feeding on grain and 
other farm products.” 
The doctor pointed out th a t rats, 
like *>ther living thirds, require food 
and shelter if they are to propagate 
and increase in number. Destroying 
their shelter and breeding places re­ 
quires the rat-proofing of buildings 
and providing for periodic inspec­ 
tion of buildings to insure perm a­ 
nent safety. T his program will iforce 
the rat out into the open where its 
destruction m ay be accomplished. 
Of equal im portance as a control 
measure is the elim ination of all 
food supplies. This consists of stor­ 
ing all foods in rat-proof buildings 
or in rat-proof containers, the prop­ 
er storage and disposal of garbage, 
and careful feeding of stock to pre­ 
vent waste feed from being picked 
up by the rats. 
By observing these control meas­ 
ures, the community vrill benefit not 
only in the eradicaton of a nuisance 
and economic menace, but in im ­ 
proved health conditions and the 
prevention of rat-borne diseases.

Diabetes Still Takes 
Heavy Toll in Texas 
Health Officer Says 


Despite the fact modern medicine 
can do much to help the diabetic 
live out a normal life span in this 
•reft, nevertheless diabetes took a 
t oil of several hundred lives In Texas 
during the past year, according to 
Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer. 


“While deaths rrom the communi­ 
cable diseases such as typhod fever, 
malaria, diphtheria and smallpox are 
annually decreasing In this country, 
diabetes is still taking a tragic num­ 
ber of human lives each year, espec­ 
ially in the middle aged group,” Dr. 
Cox says. 


“Until recent years diabetes was 
not noted as a major health prob­ 
lem. but it became accepted as such 
in direct ratio to the development 
of medical laboratory procedures, 
‘ which made tile disease more easily 
1 diagnosed.”

Dr. Cox states diabetes is gener­ 
ally recognized as a class disease. 
It seems to attack the white collar 
class of indoor men and women 
much more frequently than it does 
the outdoor person whose work is 
more vigorous and calls for more 
exercise. Whatever the actual cause 
of the disease may be, vocational 
and economic conditions apparentyy 
are factors, since it seems a fact 
that those persons whose occupa­ 
tions call for manual labor and 
simple living are not frequently af­ 
fected. 


Dr. Cox stated that simple, whole­ 
some diets, sufficient exercise and 
sleep are factors in the prevention 
of diabetes, and an annual physical 
| examination, especially in middle 


i aged persons, is important so that 


j if the disease is present, competent 
J treatment can be instituted while 
the disease is in its early stage.

And metropolitan papers, dazzled 
by a name, are using Billy’s output 
in a big way. 
His column in case 
you have been so fortunate as not 
to have read one, consists of a mar • 
velous display of egotism—even for 
a columist and of a parade of all the 
trite fictional situations that have 
been worn to shreds by students tak­ 
ing a short story writing course by 
correspondence. 
Mr. Rose says he writes the col­ 
umn himself—but maybe be pro­ 


duces his column the same way he 
produces his shows.

Because of the economic lasses 
they cause to industry and com­ 
merce and the annoyance they cre­ 
ate in homes, rats anywhere in 
Jones County 
have 
been 
consid­ 
ered a serious menace to mankind 
since long before Their role as vec­ 
tors of disease was understood. 
Today at least six diseases which 
are transm itted to man from tile 
rat are known to medical science, 
according to Dr. George W. Cox, 
state health officer. These diseases 
include the dread plague, typhus, 
trichinosis, 
a 
form 
of 
jaundice, 
tapeworm and food poisoning. The 
whole history of the role rats play | 
in the transmission of disease re- j 
mains as yet unknown. 
“It is necessary to public health,” I 
Dr. Cox says, “that a continuous rat 
control program be maintained in 
every urban and rural area through­ 
out Texas. 
This is of especial im­ 
portance on farms where rats may 
flourish by feeding on grain and 
other farm products.” 
The doctor pointed out that rats, 
like bther living thirds, require food 
and shelter if they 
to propagate 
and increase in number. Destroying 
their shelter and breeding places re­ 
quires the rat-proofing of buildings 
and providing for periodic inspec­ 
tion of buildings to insure perma­ 
nent safety. This program will force 
the rat out into the open where its 
destruction may be accomplished. 
Of equal importance as a control 
measure is the elimination of all 
food supplies. This consists of stor­ 
ing all foods in rat-proof buildings 
or in rat-proof containers, the prop­ 
er storage and disposal of garbage, 
and careful feeding of stock to pre­ 
vent waste feed from being picked 
up by the rats. 
By observing these control meas­ 
ures, the community will benefit not 
only in the eradicaton of a nuisance 
and economic menace, but in im ­ 
proved health conditions and the 
prevention of rat-borne diseases.

"Until recent years diabetes was 
not noted as a major health prob­ 
lem. but it became accepted as such 
in direct ratio to the development 
of medical laboratory procedures, 
which made the disease more easily ;

“Yankee' Apples 
Start Fued on 
Katy s Train 


Ifs no joke, son! Those “yankee” 
aples on the Katy lounge care hove 
ruffled the tempers of Texas citrus 
growers Hamlin area people are told 
this week by the Katy Railroad. 
Passengers on the Texas Special 
were pleased recently when the Katy 
returned its pre-war custom of giv­ 
ing away apples in the lounge at 
bedtime. Even Texans accepted the 
apples and chomped them delighted­ 
ly. 
Then Paul Vickers, president of 
the McAllen Chamber of Comerce, 
heard of this “despicable” practice 
and protested to the Katy vice-presi­ 
dent Traffic Manager J. F. Hen­ 
nessey Jr. 
He wrote that Rio Grande citrus 
growers had gone “sour” on the Katy 
for alowlng “naw thun” aples on ts 
trains rather than Texas oranges 
and grapefruit. 
“Your patrons will enjoy Texas 
because they might get the bellyache 


fruit more than they will an apple 
from eating one—even worse than I 
an bellyaching because you are serv­ 
ing apples.”

Because Hamln and Jonesi Coun 
ty are seriously concerned about po- 
ucmvelitis, announcement frcu* the 
U. S. Public Health Service that 
after four bad polio years this area 
and the nation are due a break 
should be welcome news. 
Polio over the country is showing 
a decline, the U. S. Public Health 
Service states. 
At the same time, 
however, the public of this trade 
zone is urgently requested to ob­ 
serve all precautions during the re­ 
mainder of the infantile paralysis 
season. 
"It is not really to late for a 
sharp rise, that is a fairly limited 
outbreak of polio,” the health service 
continues, 
and “symptoms which 


might indicate polio should caus* 
persons affected to seek medical ait 
at once. 
"In 1&46, it will be recalled, the 
‘peak’ of the outbreak, the week with 
the highest number of new case; 
was reached in mid-August.”

Avoid unnecessary- contacts with 
large groups of people; with a par­ 
ticular caution to children. 
Observe habits of personal clean­ 
liness.

Taking Salt for Fag 
Jones County’s imany citizens are 
urged by Dr. George W. Cox, State 
Departm ent of Health officer, to use 
plenty of salt to beat the heat. 
“lf your work,” Dr. Cox says, “is 
such th a t it causes excessive per­ 
spiration add a pinch of salt, ordi­ 
nary table salt, to each drink of 
water to avoid cram ps.” 
Anyone who sweats profusely may 
lose as high as 40 to 50 grams of 
salt during a hot day, Dr. Cox de­ 
clares. 
Excessive loss of salt often 
results in cramps or heat fag. 
The state health official suggests 
the taking of salt tablets as a sim ­ 
ple way to avoid cramps, headache 
and the nausea and vomiting which 
occur in severe cases of salt defi­ 
ciency. 


Area Cotton Now 
Rides High with 
Quality Demand 


It hasn’t been too long since 
Jones County’s 1,452 farmers were 
almost counted cut because they 
could not successfully grow long 
staple cotton; 
but this week the 
Fame fanners find themselves s e ­ 
eing in the box office with a world 
crying for their wares. 
This is the word given by Horace 
Hayden, secretary of the Oklahoma 
Cotton 
Growers Association, vvhc 
offers considerable encouragement 
lor owmers of cotton acreage in 
Scurry end adjoining counties. 
While confident th a t the fleece 
staple shortage will continue this 
year anc! through 1948, Hayden ex­ 
presses a fear of consequences from 
continued hi?h orices which are due 
to last as long as the shortage con 
tinucs. The fear stems from realiza­ 
tion cf competition offered by syn­ 
thetics. 
United States millers are using 
cotton a t the rate of 10,000,000 bales 
per year. 
Jones County farm ers learned this 
year’s carry-over will be the sm all­ 
est in years and one of the lightest 
in history. 
Estim ated 11,000,00-bale 
crop for 1947, local observers say, 
will doubtless prove a little high. 
The world cotton picture, too, is 
just as encouraging as far as the 
grower is concerned. 
The non­ 


producing foreign countries will need 
at least 6,500,000 bales and have 
m anufacturing facilities to handle 
the cotton. 
Thanks mainly to research, the 
W est Texas cotton grower in Jones 
and other counties who got used to 
having his short staple cotton cuss­ 
ed by everyone in the industry is 
now riding the cutting horse. 
Men of research inform agricul­ 
tural officials th at cotton grown in 
Texas and 
Oklahom a has more 
strength than cotton grown any­ 
where else in the world.

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Texas Business Good First Half of 1947 
Possible Turn Downward Still Puzzler 


Business activity in Hamlin area 
most of Texas remained prac 
■H r 
tidally unchanged during the frst 
six months of 1947 at a level some­ 
what above the last six months of 
1946, according to the Bureau of 
Business Research. 
The bureau’s 
composite index of business activity 
for the first half of 1947 averaged 
189.4, in comparison with an average 
of 184.4 in the last six months of 
1946, and 172.7 in the first half of 
1946. 
The February value of 191.7 rep- 
esented a post-war high for the 
index, after a steady rise with only 
minor set-backs since the reconver­ 
sion low print of October, 1945. 
In 
June the index had slipped to 190.1. 


At least, the record for the year to 
date shows that the rise in business 
activity has lost its momentum, and 
past experience indicates that such 
a leveling off is followed by a down­ 
turn. There is nothing in the pres­ 
ent picture of business to indicate 
a re sump* ion of the rapid rate of 
increase shown last year. 
Whether 
or not a turn downward is immi­ 
nent is more questionable. 
For the country as a wh Ie busi­ 
ness activity also leveled off and 
registered some slight declines; how­ 
ever, the boom level of durable 
consumer goods and the great ex­ 
cess of exp:rts over imports hive to 
date held cff any substantial de­ 
cline in volume. March appears to 


have been the peak month for man­ 
ufacturing activity in the United 
Sta'es, according to the index of 
industrial production compled by the 
beard of governors of the Federal 
Reserve System. 
Tire index of in­ 
come payments to individuals com­ 
piled by the Department of C m- 
meroe also reached a high in March. 
The declines since that date have 
been slight, very much as in the 
index rf Texas business activity. 
A 
general feeling of optimism is ap­ 
parent among business men, 
as 
many are beginning to believe that 
the predicted recession in 1947 has 
been avoided. 
However, the level­ 
ing off and slightly downward trend 
of the important business indexes 
suggest that this optimism may be 
unwarranted, and that business is 
not yet cut of the weeds of a major 
adjustment.

of 
the 
most 
significant 
changes in the business situation 


during the last six months has been 
the slowing down in the rate at 
which consumers have been spend­ 
ing their money. The dollar volume 
of retail sales in Texas during the 
first half of 1947 was cnly 15.9 per 
ent above the volume for the first 
half of 1946. When consideration is 
given to the fact that the level cf 
retail prices at the present time is 
approximately 20 per cent above the 
level previiling a year ago, tie 
physical volume £f goods sold is 
seem to be considerable below that 
period. 
When the dollar \x;ume oi sales 
is further classified as sales of dur­ 
able and non-durable goods stores, 
it can be seen th t rn st of the in­ 
crease over the first half cf last 
year was due to increases of 75 4 in 
automobile dealers and 29.7 percent 
in sales cf lumber, budding materi il 
and hardware dealers.

Bins and Cribs

farmers that stored grain insects 
take a big toll in grain bins every 
year. 
They give an easy and economical 
wty to 
protect grain in storage 
without harming the grain in any 
nay. T is is fumigate it with ethy­ 
lene dichloride-ca. bon tetrachloride. 
I' is cheap and effective and can 
be applied to the grain bin with a 
watering can yr sprayer. 
It takt s 
about six gall ns of the mixture to 
treat 1.000 bushels of grain. 
If the bins are net sealed tightly 
ibove, tarpaulin or o her gas-tigl t 
sheets can be spread over the surface 
of the grain to hold the fumes in. 
The pens n applying the material 
should be careful and get out into 
the fretfo air if he beryls to get 
dizzy. 
If he has much fumigating 
to do, it is a good idol to wear a 
gas mask. 
The entcmologis s say that bins 
and cribs should be sprayed with 
five per cent DDT in oil bef re 
st rage to kill any insects that 
might be there.

Not far from B Hinger in Run­ 
nels County and just of U. S. High­ 
way 83, there is an old fence, its 
wires cut and spliced at eve:y post. 
A frayed and most uninteresting 
fence, perhaps, but behind those 
spliced wires is a c to ry that was 
duplicated through ut the west un­ 
til it has become the history cf 
West Texas itself. 
This fence was new, back in the 
spring of 1883. 
It enclosed the 
100,000-acre holdings cf the Odom- 
Luckett Land & Livestock Company. 
But those were the d.iys cf conflict 
between toe cattlemen, cr the “free 
grass” element, and the small land 
owner, and every fence became a 
challenge to the man vith the 
pliers. 
Guards became a necessity. 
£o on this night in 1883, just after 
the gourds, going in twos, had com- 
; plated the first leg of their in­ 
spection of the 40 miles of boundary 
fence, it thappened. 
“All right, you fellows, up with 
'em,” came quietly fr in the shadows 
beride them. 
Deftly their guru? 
were removed and each man had a 
pair of pliers pushed in o his hand. 
| ‘Wow get to work!” 
And all night long the guards 
had to cut wire, every strand at 
each post. 
Forty miles of fence, 
three strands high. 
This opposition fc; fenced-in pas­ 
tures and watering places was bitter 
and deep. 
Nor w s it confined to 
t e cattlemen. 
Nesters had their 
grievances also. The farmers fenced 
so they could gTow crops, the stock­ 
men fenced to assure a range for 
their cafle; they b th fenced for 
spite. 
And wire cutting became a 
profession 
in 
itself. 
Men 
were 
knoxn to hire cut to first one fic­ 
tion and then another, just for the 
thrill and ’he pay. 
Garland G. Odom and his father, 
Thomas L. Odom, had been among 
the first cattle men cf the open 
rm ge to fence their holdings. 
But 
in 1886, three years after his ex­ 
pensive 
fence-cutting 
experience, 
Garland established his ranch in 
Apache County, Arizona. 
Meanwhile >the state legislators, 
realizing the gravity of the situa­ 
tion, made it a misdemeanor to 
carry a pair of pliers. And 20 years 
later final measures were enacted 
th t gave protection to the land 
holder against he land-claim Jump­ 
ers and the man with the pliers was 
no longer a problem.

while m astitis may respond to direct 
internal medication of the udder 
tissue. 


q —W hen should gilts be removed 
from the m arket herd and placed 
In the brood sow herd? 
A. The research farm of a fam ­ 
ous feed concern recommends th a t 
gilts rem ain w ith hogs being fatten ­ 
ed for m arket until it is possible to 
select the “good-doing” gilts of the 
type desired. 
Usually this is at six 
m onths of age when their m ates go 
to market. 
q —At w hat Bure do turkey hens 
come into production? 
A.—W ith tile proper feed and m an­ 
agem ent practices, a young turkey 
hen will come into production at 
about seven to eight m onths of age, 
regardless of the season of the year 
when she reaches this age. 
Q.—W hen should pullets be vacci­ 
nated against chicken pox? 
A —Vaccinations against chicken 
pox should be done when pullets are 
between six and IO weeks of age.

Cotton Receipts at 
Texrs Mills Up; 
Seed bushing Down 


Cotton farm ers of this four-county 
area wrere told this week that heavy 
receiptst of cotton at Texas mills be­ 
gan in June, jumping from 206 tons 
in May to 2.170 tons during 
June 
according to the Bureau of the Cen­ 
sus reports released by The Uni­ 
versity of Texas Bureau of Business ( 
Research. 
n spite of the thousand-fold in­ 
crease of receipts, cottonseed crush­ 
ed slid downward three per cent to 
total 6,377 tons. 
Tills decline was 
not nearly so great as was season­ 
ally expected, however, and the B ur­ 
eau’s index jumped upward 53 per 
cent to stand at 52.3 in June (ba.1 
1935-39 as 100>. T he index is double 
the June 1946 index but is only 
slightly over half of prewar produc­ 
tion. 
Stocks at the end of the m onth 
slipped down 21 per cent to total 
16,328 tons of June 30. 
Compared to June 1946, receipt, 
were up 80 per cent, crushings were 
almost double and stocks felt a 40 
per cent gain.

Jester to Appoint 
Committee; Study 
Tidelands Rights 


Hamlin people are 
advised this 
week by the Governor of Texas th at 
soon after his return from an official 
I trip to Guatemala, he plans to make 
! or name a statewide committee to 
; coordinate the efforts of all Texans 
; in proaecting the interests of the 
I public schools in the tidelands m at- 
j ter. 
I 
A recent United States Supreme 
Court decision held that the Federal 
government had prior claim on the 
mineral resources in tidelands, re­ 
gardless of the ownership of these 
land. 
Texas is resistng that view. 
Proceeds from leases on these lands 
go to the school fund. 


I 
Governor Jester secured the unan­ 
imous adoption of a resolution by 
The Conference of Governors in the 
recent meeting at Salt Lake City, 
Utah, urging Federal legislation to 
protecct the rights of all the States 
in this matter, and just returned 
from Great Falls, Montana, where 
he addressed the 
Interstate 
Oil 
Compact on the same subject. The 
Commission 
unanimously 
adopted 
the saame resolution. 
“This threat is not by any means 
confined to our oil reserves,” the 
Governor said. “If the Federal gov­ 
ernment can maintain a prior claim 
to oil, it can make the same claim 
to any other natural resources, and 
we could conceivably find ourselves 
some day with nationilized natural 
resources, regardless of their pre­ 
vious ownership. 
The significance 
of this to our schools, which get roy­ 
alties, to our State economy, and 
to the right of ownership of private 
property, cannot be overestimated. 
“There is, in my judgment, no 
more important matter which could 
occupy the attention of the Chief 
Executive and other officials and 
citizens of Texas than this, and I 
plan to dedicate my most earnest ef­ 
fort to Hie matter of securing a 
satisfactory solution.

And metropolitan papers, dazzled 
by a name, are using Billy’s output 
in a big way.

Control of Rats 
Vital to Disease 
Curb in Section 


Because of the economic losses 
they cause to industry and com­ 
merce and the annoyance they cre­ 
ate in homes, rats anywhere in 
Jones County have been consid­ 
ered a serious menace to mankind 
since long before ftheir role as vec­ 
tors of disease was understood. 
Today at least six diseases which 
are transmitted to man from tile 
rat are known to medical science, 
according to Dr. George W. Cox, 
state health officer. These diseases 
include the dread plague, typhus, 
trichinosis, 
a 
form of 
jaundice, 
tapeworm and food poisoning. The 
whole history of the role rats play | 
in the transmission of disease re- I 
mains as yet unknown. 
“It is necessary to public health,” 1 
Dr. Cox says, "that a continuous rat 1 
control program be maintained in 
every urban and rural area through­ 
out Texas. 
This is of especial im- j 
port an ce on farms where rats may J 
flourish by feeding on grain and 
other farm products.” 
The doctor pointed out that rats, 
like ,>ther living thirds, require food 
and shelter if they are to propagate 
and increase in number. Destroying 
their shelter and breeding places re­ 
quires the rat-proofin,g of buildings 
and providing for periodic inspec­ 
tion of buildings to insure perma­ 
nent safety. This program will {force 
the rat out into the open where its 
destruction may be accomplished. 
Of equal importance as a control 
measure is the elimination of all 
food supplies. This consists of stor­ 
ing all foods in rat-proof buildings 
or in rat-proof containers, the prop­ 
er storage and disposal of garbage, 
and careful feeding of stock to pre­ 
vent waste feed from being picked 
up by the rats. 
By observing these control meas­ 
ures, the community will benefit no’. 
only in the eradicaton of a nuisance 
and economic menace, but in im­ 
proved health conditions and the 
prevention of rnt-bome diseases.

Health Officer Says 


Despite th e fact m odern m edicine 
can do m uch to help th e diabetic 
live out a norm al life span in th is 
area , nevertheless diabetes took a 
t oil of several hundred lives in Texas 
during th e p ast year, according to 
Dr. George W. Cox, state h ealth 
officer. 


“W hile d eaths rrom th e com m uni­ 
cable diseases such as typhod fever, 
m alaria, dip h th eria and sm allpox are 
annually decreasing In this country, 
diabetes is still taking a tragic n u m ­ 
ber of h u m an lives each year, espec­ 
ially In th e m iddle aged group,” Dr. 
Cox says. 


“U ntil recen t years diabetes was 
n o t noted as a m ajor h ealth prob­ 
lem. but it becam e accepted as such 
in direct ratio to th e developm ent 
of m edical laboratory 
procedures, 
w hich m ade tile disease m ore easily 
diagnosed.”

Because of the economic 
they cause to industry and 
merce and the annoyance they cre­ 
ate in homes, rats anywhere in 
Jones County have been 
consid­ 
ered a serious menace to mankind 
since long before ffieir role as vec­ 
tors of disease was understood. 
Today at least six diseases which 
are transmitted to man from tire 
rat are known to medical science, 
according to Dr. George W. Cox. 
state health officer. These diseases 
include the dread plague, typhus, 
trichinosis, 
a 
form of 
jaundice, 
tapeworm and food poisoning. The 
whole history of the role rats play 
in the transmission of disease re­ 
mains as yet unknown. 
“It is necessary to public health,” 
Dr. Cox says, “that a continuous rat 1 
control program be maintained in 
every urban and rural area through­ 
out Texas. 
This is of especial im- j 
portance on farms where rats may j 
flourish by feeding on grain and 
other farm products.” 
The doctor pointed out that rats, 
like Other living thirds, require food 
and shelter if they ace to propagate 
and increase in number. Destroying 
their shelter and breeding places re­ 
quires the rat-proofing of buildings 
and providing for periodic inspec­ 
tion of buildings to insure perma­ 
nent safety. This program will force 
the rat out into the open where its 
destruction may be accomplished. 
Of equal importance as a control 
measure is the elimination of all 
foot! supplies. This consists of stor­ 
ing all foods in rat-proof buildings 
or in rat-proof containers, the prop­ 
er storage and disposal of garbage, 
and careful feeding of stock to pre­ 
vent waste feed from being picked 
up by the rats. 
By observing these control meas­ 
ures, the community will benefit not 
only in the eradicaton of a nuisance 
and economic menace, but in im ­ 
proved health conditions and the 
prevention of rat-bom e diseases.

Diabetes Still Takes 
Heavy Toll in Texas 
Health Officer Says 


Despite the fact modern medicine 
can do much to help the diabei;c 
live out a normal life span In this ; 
area, nevertheless diabetes took a 
toil of several hundred lives In Texas 
during the past year, according to 
Dr. George W. Cox, state health 
officer. 


“While deaths rrom the communi­ 
cable diseases such as typhod fever, 
m alaria, diphtheria and smallpox are 
annually decreasing in this country, 
diabetes is still taking a tragic num ­ 
ber of hum an lives each year, espec­ 
ially in the middle aged group,” Dr. 
Cox says. 


“Until recent years diabetes was 
not noted as a m ajor health prob­ 
lem, but it became accepted as such 
In direct ratio to the development 
of medical 
laboratory 
procedures, 
which made the disease more easily 
diagnosed.” 


Dr. Cox states diabetes is gener­ 
ally recognized as a class disease. 
It seems to attack the white collar 
class of Indoor men and women 
much more frequently than it does 
the outdoor person whose work is 
more vigorous and calls for more 
exercise. W hatever the actual cause 
of the disease m ay be, vocational 
and economic conditions apparentyy 
are factors, since it seems a fact 
th at those persons whose occupa­ 
tions 
call 
for manual 
labor and 
simple living are not frequently a f­ 
fected. 


Dr. Cox stated th at simple, whole­ 
some diets, sufficient exercise and 
sleep are factors in the prevention 
of diabetes, and an annual physical 
examination, especially 
in 
middle 
aged persons, is im portant so th at 
if the disease is present, competent 
treatm ent can be instituted while 
the disease is in its early stage. 


Upped Acreage 
In State Crops to 
Increase Yields 


While Jones County cotton acre­ 
age for 1947 Is only a little above 
60,000 acres, tremendous Increases 
In acreage and prospective produc­ 
tion of cotton and wheat, sharp cuts 
In corn, oats and all sorghums Is 
reported this week by the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 


Increases in cotton and wheat over 
the state, however, is boosting th e 
grand total of acreage for harvest to 
seven -per cent above th at of a year 
ago. 


Cotton acreage in cultivation July 1 
was estim ated at 8,365,000 compared 
with 6,283,000 a year ago. 
W heat 
acreage for harvest in T exas was 
estimated at 7,190,000 acres—com ­ 
pared with 6,000,000 on July 1 a year 
ago.

Health Officer Urges 
Taking- Salt for Fag 
Jones County’s m any citizens are 
urged by Dr. George W. Cox, State 
Department of Health officer, to use 
plenty of salt to beat the heat. 
“If your work,” Dr. Cox says, “is 
such that it causes excessive per­ 
spiration add a pinch of salt, ordi­ 
nary table salt, to each drink of 
water to avoid cramps.” 
Anyone who sweats profusely may 
lose as high as 40 to 50 grams of 
salt during a hot day, Dr. Cox de­ 
clares. Excessive loss of salt often 
results in cramps or heat fag. 
The state health official suggests 
the taking of salt tablets as a sim­ 
ple way to avoid cramps, headache 
and the nausea and vomiting which 
occur in severe cases of salt defi­ 
ciency.

Rides High with 
Quality Demand 


It hasn’t been too long since 
Jones County’s 1,452 farmers were 
almost counted cut because they 
could not successfully grow long 
staple cotton; 
but this week the 
same farmers find themselves sit­ 
ting in the box office with a world 
crying for their wares. 
This is the w'ord given by Horace 
Hayden, secretary of the Oklahoma 
Cotton Grow'ers Association, w'hc 
offers r onsiderable encouragement 
I or owners of cotton acreage in 
Scurry end adjoining counties. 
While confident th at the fleece 
staple shortage will continue this 
year and through 1948, Hayden ex­ 
presses a fear of consequences from 
continued hi?h Drices which are due 
to last as long as the shortage con 
tinues. The fear stems from r :aliza- 
tiun cf competition offered by syn­ 
thetics. 
United States millers are using 
cotton at the rate of 10,000,000 bales 
per year. 
Jones County farmers learned this 
year’s carry-over will be the small­ 
est in years and one of the lightest 
in history. 
Estimated 11,000,00-bale 
crop for 1947, local observers say, 
will doubtless prove a little high. 
The world cotton picture, too, is 
just as encouraging as far as the 
grow'er is concerned. 
The non- 


producing foreign countries will need 
at least 6,500,000 bales and have 
manufacturing facilities to handle 
the cotton. 
Thanks mainly to research, the 
West Texas cotton grower in Jones 
and other counties who got used to 
having his short staple cotton cuss­ 
ed by everyone in the industry is 
now riding the cutting horse. 
Men of research inform agricul­ 
tural officials that cotton grown in 
Texas and 
Oklahoma has 
more 
strength than cotton grown any­ 
where else in the world.

Business activity in Hamlin area 
most ° f Texas remained prac­ 
tically unchanged during the frst 
six wraiths cf 1947 at a level som e­ 
w hat above the last six months of 
1946, according to the Bureau of 
Business 
Research. 
The bureau’s 
composite index of business activity 
for the first half of 1947 averaged 
189.4, in comparison with an average 
of 184.4 in the last six m onths of 
1946, and 172.7 in the first half of 
1946. 
T he February value of 191.7 rep- 
esenbed 
a post-war high for the 
index, alter a steady rise with only 
minor set-backs since the reconver­ 
sion low p int of October. 1945.

June the index had slipped to 190.1.

A frayed and mas: uninteresting 
fence, perhaps, 
but behind those 
spliced wires is a cto ry that was 
duplicated throai’h ut tv.e west un­ 
til it has become the history cf 
West Texas itself. 
This fence was new, back in the 
spring of 1883.

V acuum bottles and jugs are nice 
things for travelers an d picnickers 
to have these days, but they need 
special care if they are to render 
th e best service.

O rdinary dish-Nvashmg will not ao 
tor these containers because if they 
are put in w ater, th e outside insula­

soapy w ater and soak for an hour 
or so.

Finally, rinse w ith clear, luke­ 
warm. w ater and then w ith w ater 
containing a sm all am ount of chlor­ 
ine. T u rn upside down to drain, dry 
an d air. Scrub corks and screw tops 
w ith soapy w ater, th en rinse and 
dry.

Before 
filling a bottle w ith hot liquid, w arm 
it gradually by rinsing first in luke­ 
w arm w ater and th e n in w arm er wra- 
ter.

soon after his return from an official 
trip to Guatemala, he plans to make 
or name a statewide committee to 
coordinate the efforts of all Texans 
in proaecting the interests of the 
public schools in the tidelands m at­ 
ter.

Compact on the same subject. The

the saame resolution. 
“This threat is not by any means 
confined to our oil reserves,’’ the 
Governor said. “If the Federal gov­ 
ernment can maintain a prior claim 
to oil, it can make the same claim 
to any other natural resources, and 
we could conceivably find ourselves 
some day with nationilized natural 
i resources, regardless of their pre­ 
vious ownership. 
The significance 
of this to our schools, which get roy­ 
alties, to our State economy, and 
to the r i ji t of ownership of private 
property, cannot be overestimated. 
“There is, in my judgment, no 
more important m atter which could 
occupy the attention of the Chief 
Executive and other officials and 
citizens of Texas than this, and I 
plan to dedicate my most earnest ef­ 
fort to the m atter of securing a i 
satisfactory solution.. In this endea­ 
vor I invite the full cooperation of 
ail the citizens of Texas.”
